London, June 13.—-The Russian drive 
in Galicia has carried the Slav armies 


across the Dniester river, where they | 


have captured the towns of Zale 
Szcezyky and Horodenka and are press- 
ing toward the Pruth river and the 
Bukowina frontier, with Czernowitz as 
their objective. Numerous Austrian 
fortified positions in this region have 
fallen. 

Farther north violent fighting is tak- 
ing place around Tarnopol, where the 
Austro-Hungarians, reinforced by Ger- 
mans, are holding back the attempts of 
the Russians to advance in the direc- 
tion of Lemberg, capital of Galicia. 
Northeast of Tarnopol, near Voro- 
bievka, positions have changed hands 
repeatedly. in the heavy fighting, while 
east of Kozlov, southwest of Tarno- 


pol, the capture of a Russian advanced 


post ie feported by Vienna. ‘ 

In Volhynia, northwest and west of 
_Lutsk, the Russians have driven out 
thé Austrians near Rojitche and occu- 
pied the town of Torchin, while west 
of Kolki, north of Lutsk, the Austrians 
have again repulsed the Russians at- 
tempting to cross the Styr river, in- 
flicting heavy losses. 

The diversion of the Germans on the 
northern part of the front apparently 
has not vet assumed great proportions. 
The latest Petrograd official communi- 
cation merely reports bombardments of 
Russian positions, while Berlin only 
records the defeat of a Russian cav- 
brigade southeast of Jacobstadt 
in the Russian artil- 
region.

NOTABLE GAIN 
BY CANADIANS. 


- The Canadian troops in the region of 
Ypres have made a notable gain over 
the Germans, retaking from them 
southeast of Zillebeke, more than 1,500 
yards of former British poistions. The 
regained ground was held despite a 
vigorous shelling by the Germans. 

After driving their wedge farther 
{nto the French line northeast of Ver- 
dun Monday, the Germans on Tuesday 
did not follow up their advantage with 
infantry attacks. Only intermittent 
bombardments are taking place around 
Verdun. 

In the Lagarina valley of the Aus- 
tro-Italian theater, the Italians have 
taken by assault strong Austrian posi- 
tions and repulsed heavy counter at- 
tacks. On the Posina-Astico front the 
Austrians penetrated Molisini, but were 
later driven out and in the Sugana val- 
ley they met with repulse, with consid- 
erable losses, in an attempt to advance 
east of the Maso torrent. 

Slight successes for their respective 
sides in Asia Minor are reported by the 
Russian and Turkish war offices. No 
important changes in the situation in 
this region have occurred, however. 


RUSSIANS CONTINUE 
THEIR GREAT DRIVE. 


Petrograd, June 13.—(Via London. )— 
The war office announcement of today 
says that the retreat of the Austro- 
Hungarian and German troops along 
the Galician and Volhynian fronts is 
proceeding so rapidly that only a small 
number of prisoners has been captured 
in addition to thuse previuusly report- 
ed. The total is given as “oort 115,- 
700, as compared with approximately 
114,740 announced yesterday. 

The statement follows: 

“On account of the fact that in many 
places the Austro-Hungarian and Aus- 
tro-German troops withdrew § rapidly 
before the blows of our southern army, 
the number of prisoners had increased 
onty very little. The total now 
amounts to about 1,700 officers and 
114,000 men. 

“The enemy left enormous quantities 
ef military booty everywhere in the 
territory evacuated. 

“General Letchizky’s command since 
the opening of the operations has tak- 
en three commanders of regiments, 754 
officers, 37,832 men, 49 guns, 120 ma- 
chine guns, 21 bomb throwers and 11 
mine throwers. 

“Northwest of Rojitche, after dis- 
lodging the Germans, we approached 
the River Stokhod. West of Lutsk we 
occupied Torchin and continued to press 
the enemy back. On the Stripa front, 
north of the village of Bobulintze an 
obstinate struggle continues. We have 
taken the village of Zarvanitza after 
a desperate defense. In many sectors 
we discovered defenses hastily con-

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LEMBERG MENACED 
BY RUSSIAN DRIVE 


Austrians Straining Utmost 
to Save Chief Galician City. 
Fall of Czernowitz Not Yet 
Officially Confirmed. 


Petrograd, June 13.—(Via London.) 
Reports of the occupation of Czerno- 
witz, capital of Bukowina, by the Rus- 
sians are still without -confirmation, 
but, after the recent defeat of the Aus- 
trian General Pflanzer’s army and the 
successful Russian operations in the 
immediate vicinity of Czernowitz, offi- 
cial news of the fall of the city is mo- 
mentarily expected here. | 

The Zale Sczcezyky point of support, 
and one ofthe most important positions 
on the Dniester line of fortifications, 
also comes within the zone now threat- 
ened by the extreme southern flank 
of the Russian forces, and, surrounded 
as it now is by the advancing Rus- 
Sians, it is in an equally critical situa- 
tion. 

The two other most important sec- 
tors of the front, extending from the 
Pripet river to Rumania, are the 
regions south of Lutsk and north of 
Tarnopol. From the teports of the 
precipitated Austrian retreat from the 
former region, it is inferred here that 
the Austrians were compelled to re- 
linquish their most important position 
on the Ikwa front—the Torgovitsa for- 
tification, at the juncture of the Ikwa 
and Styr rivers. The occupied posi- 
tion is of the greatest strategic value. 
Here the same fate overtook the Aus- 
trians as at Mlynoff, on the Ikwa east 
of Torgovitsa. Finding themselves the 
target for an intense artillery bom- 
bardment from three sides, the gar- 
rison fled in disorder. 

“Around Tarnopol there has been the 
most furious and sustained fighting of 
all. Upon the outcome of this engage- 
ment the safety of. Lemberg depends 
and the Austrians ate straining their 
utmost to prevent further Russian ad- 


vances. Tae the initfative in the 
region of Gliadkt and Vorchievka they 


are launching a continuous series of 


attacks and making considerable gain 

but only to have-the newly carrt 
ositions wrested from thém by the 
ussians in counter attacks. © 

North of Lutak the’ Austrians are 
known to be massing considerable rein- 
forcements, but there portent d is a 
temporary lull in the fighting in this 
region. The only point where the Aus- 
trians succeeded in pressing back the 
Russians is north of Buczacz, but the 
outcome of the struggle here has not 
yet been decided and the Austrian gains 
have been offset by Russian progress 
south of Buczacz. 

The Germans, as has been anticipated, 
have begun a diversion on the north- 
ern front in the region of Jacobstadt 
and south of Krevo, but all their at- 
tempts to distract the Russian atten- 
tion in the south or to cause a transfer 
of troops from the southern front thus 
far have failed. 


LIQUOR DECISION 


~TAPEGTED TODAY 


Opinion on Constitutionali- 
ty of Prohibition Law “In 


the Breasts of the Chancel- 


lors,’ Says Speer, in Macon. 
y 


Macon, Ga., June 13.—(Special.)— 
That Federal Judges Emory Speer, W. 
T. Newmar and Don A. Pardee have 
arrived at a decision in the case of the 
Ocilla, Pinebloom and Valdosta rail- 
road against Sheriff David Ricketson, 
of Coffee county, by which the rail- 
road company seeks to have the state 
prohibition law declared unconstitu- 
tional, became the general impression 
here following the return of Judge 
Speer to-Macon tonight from a confer- 
ence in chambers with his associate 
judges considering the case. 

Judge Speer, however, was non-com- 
mittal.- 

“The decision is in the breasts of the 
chancellors,” is all that he would Say. 

He refused either to confirm or deny 
a persistent impression here that the 
decision will he transferred from “the 
breasts of the chancellors” to the rec- 
ords of his court tomorrow morning. 

In the original action, which was 
first argued before Judge Speer here, 
an order re- 
straining the sheriff of Coffee county 
from confiscating a shipment of $39,- 
000 worth of whisky entrusted ¢«o its 
care by the shippers and which Sheriff 
Ricketson seized at Mets Siding while 
the liquor was en transit to Jackson- 
ville, Fla. The liquor was consigned 
to the carrier’s care a few days prior 
to the _ prohibition law becoming 
effective May 1, and the seizure was 
made “on or about May 2,” according 
to the complaint. 

Judge Speer granted a temporary re- 
straining order. when the plaintiff 
filed an amended complaint, attack- 
ing the constitutiorality of the state 
law. Since one federal judge alone is 
without jurisdiction to declare any 
state law unconstitutiqnal, but three 
are required, Judge Speer called i1, 
Judges Qewmau and Pardee and the 
three sat en banc at Atlanta June 4, 
when final arguments were made and 
the case taken under advisement. 

The three judges have been together 
much of the time during the last week 
considering the caseandafter a final 
session today they separated and Judge 
Speec came home to Macon and in his 
wake was a rumor that che decision 
had been arrivea at and will be en- 
tered in Judge Speer’s court records 
tomorrow morning. :

Many Officials in Washing- 
ton Believe That “First 
Chief” Is Deliberately Try- 
ing to Provoke Drastic 
Action. 


STEPS ARE BEING TAKEN 
TO MEET ANY EMERGENCY 


But Unless Forced by Cir- 
cumstances President Wil- 
son Will Not Change Pol- 
icy — Sharp Note to Car- 
ranza Is Being Prepared. 


Washington, June 13.—Unless the in- 
creasing seriousness of conditions in 
Mexico forces action, the reply to Gen- 
eral Carranza’s demand for withdrawal 
of American troops probably will be 
delayed until after the St. Louis con- 
vention because the administration de- 
sires to avoid any drastic step at a time 
when it might appear to be prompted 
by political influences. 

Secretary Lansing and his advisers 
are said to have given careful consid- 
eration to the possibility that the ad- 
ministration might be charged with 
playing politics in dealing with the 
problem. The rapid spread of anti- 
American propaganda in northern Mex- 
ico, however, coupled with increasingly 
grave economic conditions, may take 
the situation out of their hands. 

Agitation at Work in Mexico. 

No official would venture a predic- 
tion tonight as to what might be ex- 
pected in the immediate future. In 
common with some consuls in Mexico, 
they believe almost any eventuality is 
possible with agitators working on the 
feelings of a people already distressed 


was stated positively. that the Wash- 
ington government was considering no 
aggressive action to be taken of its 
motion, but stood ready to act should 
assaults on Americans or an attack on 
General Pershing’s forces force the is- 


sue. 

The state department today received 
confirmation of the identification of 
one of the Mexicans killed in the Cole- 
man ranch raid as Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Villarael, of the Carranza army. 
It is understood the development im- 
mediately was called to General Car- 
ranza’s attention, but officials were 
inclined not to give it special signifi- 
cance pending an explanation from 
the de facto government. : The loose 
control of the Carranza commanders 
over their men is one of the compli- 
cating factors with which the admin- 
istration has_ been confronted all 


along. 

Sharp Rejoinder Being Prepared. 

A sharp rejoinder is being prepared 
o the Carranza note. It will repeat 
the determination of President Wilson 
to keep American troops in Mexico un- 
til the Carranza forces have’ shown 
their ability and intention to properly 
police the border states. It is also to 
rebuke the de facto government for the 
suggestions and statements in its note, 
questioning the good faith of the 
Washington administration. Some offi- 
cials regard parts of the Carranza note 
as insulting to a degree not to be tol- 
erated, and if their advice is followed, 
its author will be called to sharp ac- 
count. 

Secretary Lansing has had before 
him a mass of data dealing with the 
assertions of fact set up by the Mexi- 
can note. He expects to be able to re- 
fute most of these statements, and the 
daily crop of messages from Mexico 
telling of new disturbances will sup- 
ply additional evidence that the de 
facto government does not in fact ex- 
ercise the control it claims over the 
border states. 

Pending the sending of the reply 
steps have been in progress some days 
toward meeting any emergency that 
may arise. 

Conferences between state and navy 
department officials have resulted in 
the formulation of definite plans for 
the removal of Americans who would 
gather in Mexican ports should a seri- 
ous outbreak of anti-American feeling 
force them to flee, or should there be 
a clash between American and Mexi- 
can troops. It is known, too, that the 
possibility of calling out more state 
militia *o protect the border has been 
the subject of renewed. discussion 
among officials. 

Carranza Government Tottering. 


The motives behind the anti-Ameri- 
can propaganda and the precise atti- 
tude of General Carranza toward the 
agitation both are subjects of specn- 
lation. Many officials are convinced 
that the de facto government is totter- 
ing and think General Carranza may 
have sent his belligerent note with the 
deliberake purpose of provoking the 
Washington administratin to interven- 
tion. The control of the first chief 
over the various elements of his army 
and of his civil government is mani- 
festly weakening, according to officia] 
reports. Instances have been report- 
ed where tax vollectors sent by the 
Carranza government have been driven 
out by state authorities and people. 
Decrees have. been promulgated by 
state governors dealing with matters 
that belong, under the Mexican eon. 
stitution, purely to the central govy- 
ernment. 

In dealing with the army Carranza 
dares not impose duties repugnant to 
subordinate officers, accorSing to the 
views of some Officials, for fear his 
orders would be disrercarded., While 
some of the troops of his own personal 
following would remain loyal, it is

RAILROADS FACE 
GENERAL STRIKE 


Conference to Reach Agree- 
ment Has Failed—Should 
Strike Be Ordered It Would 
Affect 350,000 Rail Workers 


New York, June 
conference between representatives of 
the railroads of the country and their 
employees technically is still in ses- 
sion, spokesmen for both sides declared 
tonight that the negotiations, intended 
to avert a general strike, have failed. 
The conference, they state, will in all 
probability break up tomorrow when 
the railroads finish the explanation of 
their “contingent” or counter proposi- 
tion to meet the demands of the men. 

No Immediate Strike. 

The failure of the conference does 
not mean that a general strike of the 
350,000 railroad men affected will im- 
mediately follow, both the railroad men 
and managers say. The result of the 
conference must first be reported to 
the men. A strike vote will follow and 
if the strike is authorized, the work- 
ers will then renew their demands. 
Only in the event of another failure 
to agree, either through compromise or 
arbitration, would the strike order be- 
come effective. 

The demands of the men include an 
8-hour day, time and a half for over- 
time, and the retention of existing 
methods of double compensation for 
different forms of labor during the one 
work day. The “contingent propost- 
tion” of the railroads, while granting 
the shorter work day and the increas- 
ed over-time, excludes the double com- 
pensation feature. It is the latter fact 
that has caused the apparent disruption 
of the conference. 

It was expected the conference would 
be finished today, but the question 
asked by the men regarding the rail- 
roads’ counter proposition required 
such complicated answers that a fur- 
ther adjournment was taken until to- 
morrow. W. G. Lee, president of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, 
took his seat at the conference table 
today for the first time. He tried at 
first to smooth out the situation, but 
when he fully understood the rail- 
roads’ stand he became as irreconcii- 
able as his fellows. 

c Urges Amicable Settlement. 

H. A. Wheeler, vice president of the 
Union Trust Company of Chicago, and 
chairman of the railroad situation com- 
mittee of the chamber of commerce of 
the United States, was introduced at 
the close of the session. He pleaded 
for an amicable settlement of the dis- 
pute and declared his’ committeé was 
working to prevent a general strike. He 
said the chamber of commerce was co-

New York, June 13.—Declaring that 
he is “reincarnation of Moses,” and the 
“king of Divine Healers,” Rev. Francis 
Schlatter today defended his activities 
as a healer in an effort to prevent his 
removal to Los Angeles to be tried on 
a federal indictment charging use of 
the mails to defraud. He took the 
stand in his own defense after sev- 
eral witnesses had testified before 
United States Commissioner Houghton 
that they had been miraculously cured 
by him. 

Schlatter asserted he was born with 
the power of divine healing. He ex- 
plained that he used a ‘bless handker- 
chief,” which he advertised would ef- 
fect cures, “only as John and Peter 
used blessed aprons.” 

Bishop August Schrader and Rev. 
August Algard, of Oakland, Cal., who 
also are wanted in California on the 
same charge, he described respectively 
as a “prince and ambassador of God.”

NOT HYPHEN MAN 
DECLARES HUGHES 


G. O. P. Nominee Says if 
German-AmericansSupport 
Him, They Will Support an 
Out-and-Out American. 


New York, June 13.—Charles E. 
Hughes today defined his attitude to- 
ward German-American support as one 
of “undiluted Americanism.” In the first 
statement issued since his acceptance 
of the republican nomination for presi- 
dent, he said: 

“I stated my position very clearly 
in my telegram to the convention. My 
attitude is one of undiluted Ameri- 
canism and anybody that supports me 


can and an _ out-and-out American 
policy, absolutely -nothing else.” 

It was made clear to callers that 
Mr. Hughes had used what he thought 
was the most emphatic language he 
could have used on this subject in his 
telegram last Saturday to Chairman 
Harding, of the republican national con- 
vention. Leaders at the Hughes head- 
quarters apparently were’ surprised 
that doubt should have remained as 
to the nominee’s attitude on this point. 

Mr. Hughes, it was said, intends to 
meet this doubt in a manner which he 
believes will clear it up and place 
him in a light which cannot possibly 
be misunderstood. 

Busy Day for Hughes, 


The nominee’s day,.a busy one, was 
devoted almost exclusively to receiv- 
ing callers. His visitors were more 
numerous than yesterday. There were 
sO many of them at one time that a 
line was formed and they filed past to 
shake hands and chat for a moment in- 
stead of waiting to be received alone. 
Several progressive leaders and repub- 
lican supporters of Colonel Roosevelt 
were among them. 

Everett Colby, of New Jersey, who 
Placed John M. Parker in nomination 
for the vice presidency at the progress- 
ive convention, and Theodore Douglas 
Robinson, nephew of Colonel Roose- 
velt, and a former progressive leader 
in New York, called during Mr. Hughes’ 
absence at luncheon. They left word 
that they would return in a day or 
so to deliver in person their pledges of 
support. Oscar Straus sent a telegram 
from Cleveland pledging support and 
followed in person later to congratu- 
late the nominee and “reiterate his 
pledge. 

Republican leaders who saw Mr. 
Hughes included former Governor B. B. 
Odell, of New York; Wiliam H. Crock- 
er, M. H. DeYoung, of San Francisco; 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler and Lloyd 
C. Griscom, of New York. 

Dr. Butler, who placed Elihu Root 
in nomination at Chicago, spent nearly 
an hour conferring with Mr. Hughes. 
Henry Clews, the New York banker, 
and Krank A. Vanderlip, president of 
the National City Bank of New York, 
make brief visits. 


Suffrage Leaders After Hughes. 


Suffrage leaders sought vainly to ob- 
tain the nominee’s views as to their 
cause. Miss Lucy Burns and Mrs. 
Charles A. Beard tried unsuccessfully 
to see him. Mrs. Laura B. Prisk, chair- 
man of the Woman’s Republican Com- 
mittee of New York, had a two-minute 
talk with him during which he said 
he probably would make known his 
views on suffrage in his formal speech 
of acceptance.

stance—the story of a young mother 
forced to choose between poverty and 
her baby, or luxury with empty arms 


- and heart. 


The mother, reared in luxury, and 
refinement, is a young woman whose 
parents are divorced. 
society matron, having separated from 


“jhher husband, is living an idle life in 


the far west: her father, remarried, 
is one of the wealthy citizens of the 
southern part of Georgia. 

During the domestic upheavel in her 


home, the girl, ambitious to make some- 


thing of herself, went to a northern 
city to prepare for a profession. There 
she met a young man bearing marks 
of breeding and refinement, and finally 
the two were married. Soon the hittle 
boy was born. 

It was not a love marriage, however, 
and the youngster’s advent, in turn, 
was soon followed by the husband and 
father’s desertion of his home. 

No Welcome in These Homes. 

Then the young mother, devoted to 
her baby, sought a home with her 
mother. There the two were unwel- 
come, because the presence of a baby 
interfered with the grandmother's so- 
cial program. Without funds, aban- 
doned and denied support by her hus- 
band, rejected by her mother, the un- 
happy young woman, with her babe, 
applied for and was given a home with 
her father and step-mother. But the 
step-mother, too, while tolerant of the 
young mother, objected to the child 
and insisted that it be disposed of in 
some manner and cared for elsewhere 
than in her home.

CHARGED WITH STEALING 
FORTY BALES OF COTTON 


Alleged That Ralston William- 
son, in Bibb Jail, Forged 
Bill of Lading. 


Macon, Ga. June 13.-——(Special.)— 
Charged with forging a bill of lading 
of the Macon, Dublin and Savannah 
railroad and obtaining thereby forty 
bales of cotton, valued at $30 each, 
Ralston Williamson, a prominent Vi- 
dalia man, is lodged in the Bibb coun- 
ty jail. 

Williamson was indicted today by 
the grand jury and immediately Depu- 
ty Sheriff Lon Williams left for Vi- 
dalia, returning with the prisoner. 
Three indictments against Williamson 
were returned, one charging him with 
forgery, one with uttering a forgery 
and a third with obtaining’ money un- 
der false pretenses. 

According to the charges outlined 
by Solicitor John P. Ross, a carload of 
cotton, sp oma ca of eighty bales, was 
shipped from a firm in Plains to Au- 

usta, starting over the Seaboard 
dine from Plains to Vidalia, where it 
was delivered to the Macon, Dublin and 
Savannah. 

Williamson, it is charged, learned 
of the car of cotton and by some un- 
known agency secured new bills of 
lading on the car, divided the cotton 
into parts, putting forty bales in each 
car. The false bills of lading showed 
that the shipment originated at some 
smal] town near Vidalia, instead of 
at Plains. 

One car of the cotton was shipped 
on, short forty bales. The other stayed 
on the track at Vidalia until Heard 
Brothers, of Macon, ordered it brought 
here after they had purchased it from 
“F. C. Coleman,” the name Williamson 
is alleged to have indorsed on the bills 
of lading. Heard Brothers gave Wil- 
liamson $1,046 in cash and two checks 
for the same amount. The cotton was 
brought to Macon. 

This was in February, 1915. Since 
that time special officers of the Macon, 
Dublin and Savannah have been 
searching for the missing cotton and 
located it recently in Heard Brothers’ 
warehouse by different marks the 
bales bore. It is believed that Wil- 
liamson had a confederate in the em- 
ploy of the railroad and through this 
means came in possession of the origi- 
nal bill of lading.

COURT HOLDS MAN 
CAN’T TOTE BOOZE 
FOR HIS FRIENDS 


Savannah, Ga, June 13.—(Special.)— 
That a man bearing whisky for his 
friends was as immune from the opera- 
tion of the two-quart limit law as is 
an express company or other common 
carriers was the argument of Attorney 
Edmund H. Abrahams in city court to- 
day in defending Ham Winokur, of 
Dorchester, charged with violating the 


prohobition law. 

Mr. Abrahams contended that Wino- 
kur, a merchant and farmer of Dor- 
chester, in Liberty county, was merely 
bringing back to six Dorchester friends 
twenty-three pints of whisky from Sa- 
vannah, henge which had been pro- 
cured before May 1 and which was 
waiting to be taken to the friends on 
May 3, the date of Winokur’s arrest. 
if this were illegal, argued Mr. Abra- 
hams, then it was illegal for an express 
company to have more than two quarts 
of whisky on hand any one time. 

Solicitor Hartridge told the jury that 

the prohibition laws provided that no 
man should have in his possession at 
any one time more than two quarts of 
whisky, and that the common carriers 
were expressly exempted from this 
clause. He said that Winokur could 
mot be placed in a class with these 
common carriers. 
The solicitor knocked out all 
of the counts in the indictment except 
the sixth count, which only charged 
having the liquor on hand illegally 
and the jury found Winokur guilty on 
this count and recommended mercy. 
Judge Rourke fined Winokur $50 or 
sentenced him to three months.

r Macon, Ga. June 13.—(Special.)— 
| Following a meeting of his friends. Dr. 


;O. C. Gibson, who was the subject of 
a severe arraignment by the Bibb coun- 
ty grand jury today, announced tonight 
that his reply would be made in a le- 
gally constituted tribunal at the prop- 
er time. It is understood he will file 
suit against the grand jurors. 

Well-known lawyers here today ex- 
| pressed the opinion that the grand jury 
| had overstepped its bounds in its crit- 
icisms and condemnation of Dr. Gib- 
son. 

The Bibb county grand jury took oc- 
casion, to delve into local politics in 
their presentments made«to the supe- 
rior court today jlist before being dis- 
charged from further service, calling 
for the election, of a new county phy- 
sician to succeed Dr. O. C. Gibson, the 
present county physician, who, the 
grand jury claims, holds his office by 
virtue of being able to round wp the 
“floating vote.” 

The case of Dr. Gibson is taken up 
by the grand jury in a discussion of 
the affairs of the Roff home, where 
‘the county’s poor are cared for, it be- 
ing recited that the inmates are not 
given the proper medical attention, and 
referring specifically to the cases of 
three old women, all of whom had re- 
ceived fractured hips, and two of them 
having never been visited by the coun- 
ty physician at all. The jury states 
that when this was called to the atten- 
tion of Judge Mathews, of the superior 
court, he sent two physicians to the 
home to spi oye and they reported 
that both of the women referred to 
had fractured hips, and that it “was 
just a case of luck that they had re- 
covered.” 

“There are sixty inmates in the 
home, says the grand jury report, 
“a large part of whom are old and in- 
firm. We are informed that Dr. Gibson 
visits the home from two to three 
times a week, staying on an average 
of thirty minutes, and in that time, 
getting his vegetables, giving the sick 
and infirm, some forty people, less than 
thirty minutes of his time. As a mat- 
ter of fact, Dr. Gibson often only goes 
to one house on a visit, and for this 
service, with what he does at the jail 
and chaingang, the county pays him 
$200 a month. The inmates of the 
home say they have no doctor except 
Mr. Watson, the superintendent, and 
many say they would not let Dr. Gib- 
son treat them.” 

In addition to being county physt- 
cian, Dr. Gibson is city physician, and 
is also employed in a medical capac- 
ity by the state prison commission. 
The doctor has long been a storm cen- 
ter of local politics. 

In addition to the scoring of the phy- 
sician, the grand jury condemned the 
present county courthouse and recom- 
mended that a new building be erect- 
ed. They also recommended the es- 
tablishment of a juvenile court.

GOVERNOR TO URGE 
CHANGES IN CODE 


. 


Executive Now Preparing 
Message for Legislature 
Which Will Carry Six or 
Eight Recommendations 
for Changes. 


When the forthcoming session of the 
state legislature shall have been call- 
ed to order and the annual message 
of Governor Nat E. Harris is read, it 
will be found that the governor de- 
sires the lawmakers to enact several 
changes in the penal code of Georgia, 
according to rumors abwout the capi- 
tol yesterday. 

Chief among these proposed changes, 
according to report, is one whereby 
penal convicts who become insane 
while serving sentence may automati- 
cally be transferred to the hospital for 
the insane for treatment, and, should 
they recover their reason, ‘be automat- 
ically returned, upon recovery, to the 
convict farm to complete sentence. 

Another is said to-be an amendment 
whereby convicts may automatically be 
paroled at the expiration of a certain 
and proportionate length of trme of 
service and under a certain set of con- 
ditions. 

Working on Message. 

It is a Known fact that Governor 
Harris is busily at work upon his 
message during his ‘odd moments,” but 
the governor himself declined to dis- 
cuss his probable recommendations. 
However, it is rumored on good au- 
thority @hat he ‘will recommend half 
a.qozen or more important changes in 
the laws bearing upon the prosecution 
and handling of felony convicts. 

Under the present statute, should a 
felony convict become insane he can- 
not be legally removed from the prison 
farm to the hospital for the insane 
until the governor first shall pardon 
him. Then he is arrested all over again 
and on the charge of insanity and 
c@mmitted to the asylum. Under the 
la‘y, after a patient at the hospital 
shall have been cured he cannot be 
retained in custody. Therefore, in the 
event of the cure of an insane crim- 
inal, he, having been pardoned ‘by rea- 
son of tnsanity, must be discharged 
from custody. Then he is free, so far 
as the offense for which he was origi- 
nally convicted and sentenced is con- 
cerned, because the federal constitu- 
tion provides that no person®may be 
put twice in jeopardy for the same of- 
fense. There have been several in- 
stances of this operation of the law in 
Georgia. 

It is anticipated'also that the gov- 
ernor will recommend the passage of 
an automatic parole law. There is such 
a bill now pending in the legislature 
and it is regarded as likely that the 
governor will recommend the passage 
of this bill with several amendments. 


COLLEGES CAN REFORM 
SPIRIT OF LAWLESSNESS 


Lee Branch Declares Universi- 
ties Are Powerful Weapon 
Against Lynching Evil. 


Emory University, Oxford, Ga., June 
13.—(Special.)—Tuesday morning the 
annual address before Phi Gamma and 
Few literary societies was delivered 
by Lee W.. Branch, of Quitman, a4 
member of the class of 1891. In in- 
troducing the speaker Chancellor 
Candler paid high compliment to this 
representative of a notable class. : 

The theme of Mr. Branch’s address 
was ‘“Lawlessness—Causes and Reme- 
dies.” The speaker deplores mob vio- 
lence, which “usually springs, from a 
desire to see the crinfinal punished 
and trom an ungoverned indignation 
aroused by the heinousness of crime,” 
but he finds greater concern in 
underlying irreverence for law mani- 
fest in deliberate evasion of its pre- 
cepts, in the ever shifting quagmire 
of public opinion that will today 
@lamor for the criminal’s punishment 
and tomorrow engulf the processes of 
law in the muck of a puling sentimen- 
tality.” 

Mr. Branch enumerated. the general- 
ly supposed causes of lawlessness as 
follows: (1) “The law’s delay,” but 
it is more often the desire to satisfy 
ahe promptings of eavnaery. (2) “Un- 
wise exercise of the par eg power,” 
and yet it is notorious that lynchings 
seldom if ever occur in that class of 
cases in which the pardoning power is 
likely to be exercised. (3) “It is urged 
by some that the weakness of our 
courts is due to the fact that the 
judicial and eleative officers of the 
state are elected at frequent intervals 
and by the people.’ The criticism is 
just, but it is only shooting arrows 
into the air; the will of the people is 
the very essence of our government; 
the remedy lies in reformation of the 
civie character of the people them- 
selves. “The reformation must be of 
the people, by the people, but the ideals 
and impulses can come from your 
great universities.” ; 

At the conclusion of Mr. Branch’s 
address Chancellor Candler introduced 
Dr: Edgar H. Johnson, the first man 
to be elected dean of the school of 


liberal arts.

Washington, June 13.—The federal 


trade commission concluded today its |. 


investigation of the rise of gasoline 
prices, ending a two days’ final hear- 
ing after representatives of Standard 
Oil and various independent companies 


had given divergent explanations of. 


the present situation in the industry. 
A report, based on the hearings and 
on the results of weeks of investiga- 
tion by the commission's agents, will 
be made public soon and will be trans- 
mitted to congress in response to a 
resolution asking for an inquiry. 
The independent jobbers and re- 
finers who appeared before the com- 
mission todav and yesterday were vir- 
tually unanimous in placing the re- 
sponsibility for the increases on the 
Standard Oil companies, who, they 
charged, had refused to compete and 
had fixed prices. Standard Oil repre- 
sentatives replied to the charges, but 
did not enter into an explanation of 
the elements behind the soaring cost 
of gasoline to consumers. 
Demoralization in the industry 
throughout the middle west, independ- 
ent jobbers declared, had resulted 
from the failure of the Standard Oil 
company of Indiana to compete with 
the Standard Oil company of Ohio, 
which, by maintaining a retail price 
several cents higher than that fixed 
in the west by the Indiana company, 
charged that they were being put out 
of business by inability to get oil. 
John G. Milburn, counsel for the 
Standard Oil of New Jersey, and R. W.

GIRL ADMITS LYING 


Davis, chum of Marion Lambert, for 
whose death last February Will H. 
Orpet is charged with murder, resumed 
her testimony at the continuance of 
Miss Davis, referred 
to as the “strongest witness for the 
state,” proved to be a batter witness 
for the defense yesterday. She said 
she had testified falsely at the coro- 
ner’s inquest and before the grand jury 
and that she wished to correct her 
earlier statements. 

The particular points that Miss 
Davis changed in her testimony were 
to the effect that she had testified that 
Orpet had given a capsule to Miss 
Lambert to relieve a supposedly deli- 
cate condition and that she had said 
that Marion was in a happy frame of 
mind at all times. 

She testified that her statements to 
the grand jury were influenced be- 
cause she felt “spiteful” toward the 
defendant on account of the death of 
her friend. 

Today Josephine Davis testified that 
Marion Lambert threatened to commit 
suicide if it proved true that Orpet had 
transferred his affections to another. 

The school girl witness completely 
repudiated previous’ stories of the 
cheerfulness of Marion, and told of fits 
of depression over fear that she was 
in a delicate condition, and later, when 
this fear became less acute after Jan- 
uary 20, over the reported defection 
of Orpet. Dorothy Mason told Marion 
that Orpet, a student at the univer- 
sity, was engaged to marry Celeste 
Youker, according to the witness. 

‘So we framed up a letter to Orpet,’’ 
Miss Davis testified, “but as no repl 
was received, Marion began to think 
that Miss Mason had told the truth. 
It was on February 6 when Marion had 
her eighteenth birthday party that she 
threatened to kill herself. 

“T said ‘you won't let meetell every- 
thing to your mother now; shall I tell 
what I know after death.’ She laughed 
and said, ‘Well, I guess not. There 
will be eee anyway, and we might 
as well give them something to gossip 
about.’ ”’ 

‘During the period of her worrying 
I repeatedly advised her to tell every- 
thing to her mother,” said Miss Davis. 
“Tt was at her birthday party that she 
referred to her own troubles as in con- 
trast with the happiness of her guests 
and threatened to take her own life. 
She was not certain on January 20 that 
she was not in a delicate condition 
and had also come to the conclusion 
that Orpet had lost his love for her. 

“Tf he thas I'll kill myself,’ she 
said.” 

This completed her estimony.

REFORMS OF THE WAR. 


The forecast of the results of the war is 
on the line of wonderful democratic reforms 
in which the common people will have more 
voice than heretofore. At least that is the 
unexpected trend of thought in England, as 
already expressed in the democracy of serv- 
ice at the front. 

At home, men of so-called high estate— 
of ages of inherited ease—have shared the 
labors of ordinary toilerg in all lines of 
business, with no other thought than that 
of service_for the common good; and the 
women have volunteered to do the tasks of 
men—to work as farm hands, and in every 
capacity—-where they may be of assistance 
in the day of their country’s peril. 

France and Germany hgve led in this 
universal democratic service, and England 
had to come to it. And now it is proposed 
to extend it even to the churches; for The 
London Times calls attention to a recent 
utterance of the Bishop of Birmingham, 
who said that “there must be a complete 
democratizing of religion:” 


The church would never win the 
masses, less than ever after the ex- 
periences of our soldiers in France, to 
come to buildings for worship so long as 
vested interests secured good places for 
some, while others must go “below the 
salt.’ He would sweep away every re- 
served seat in every church, except some 
to be kept for the infirm of body. 


This reform, he stated, must be the re- 
sult of “willing offerings to the cause of na- 
tional unity.’’ 

So, out of the great world-tragedy, there 
will come blessings undreamed of to hu- 
manity in the reconstruction of social and 
other conditions. And the hope of the 
people who bear the burdens of all wars is 
that they will be permanent.

A correspondence school is an educational 
institution with a long distance attachment 
which enables a man to stuff himself witn 
knowledge at the rate of two cents an ounce, 
rural free delivery included.

It will thus be seen that the correspond- 
ence school has a vast curriculum. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of Americans are attend- 
ing these schools around the kitchen table 
at night, and all over the 1and worried young 
chauffeurs are sitting in motionless automo- 
biles trying to find out from a fat book how 
to get nome in time for supper. 

he student of the correspondence school 
does not wear a hat banged up in front, or 
mysterious jeweled pins, but he can easily 
be distinguished by his college flag, which 
is a brunette forefinger on his right hand. 
The yell of the correspondence secnool is, 
“Gee whiz! Postage due!” and some fine 
records are held by the students, who make 
them while sprinting for the last mail col- 
lection. 
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He can, in a few months, familiarize himsel? 
with the principles of hair cutting. 


Tne correspondence school has developed 
greatly, but it still lingers behind the ordi- 
nary college in many important branches of 
science. It does not teach lawn tennis or 
strolling or debating or bénfire building or 
neophyte spanking. I1t does not develop a 
taste in neckties and finances and in the 
beauties of obtaining money by mail. The 
college sophomore with a pa who is sus- 
ceptible to good literatuer can make a 
record which the correspondence student 
can never hope to approacn.

No war was ever fought before in which 
more friends were made enemies, more 
families disunited and sons and daughters 
arrayed on opposite sides. 

With all the bitterness of this dreadful 
civil strife, there were illuminating proofs of 
the nobility, tenderness and sympathy of the 
great leaders who faced each other ready 
for the shock of battle. Among the inti- 
mate letters of the late General George E. 
Pickett, of the confederacy, we find one that 
peculiarly illustrates the friendly feeling 
which the contending leaders felt for each 
other in the stress of the conflict. It reads: 

“Ever since the Mexican war, General 
Grant had been a dear friend of my family. 
At the time our first baby was born, the two 
armies were encamped facing each other and 
they often swapped coffee and tobacco under 
the flag of truce. On the occasion of my 
son’s birth, bonfires were lighted in celebra- 
tion all along Pickett’s line. Grant saw 
them and sent scouts to learn the cause. 
When they reported, he said to General In- 
galls: ‘Haven't we some kindling on this 
side of the line? Why don’t we strike a light 
for the young Pickett?” In a little while 
bonfires were flaming from the federal line. 
A few days later there was taken through 
the lines a baby’s silver service, engraved: 
‘To George FE. Pickett, Jr.. from his father’s 
friends, U. S. Grant, Rufus Ingalls, George 
Tuckley.’ ” ee

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CONCRETE ROAD ' 
WILL SOON BE DONE 
ON FAIRBANKS STREET 


On Fairbanks street in the southern part 
of the city, beginning at Dill avenue and 
running south for seven hundred feet, the 
city is just now completing the laying of a 
concrete street. It is being tried out as an 
experiment and if proven satisfactory will 
probably be urged for use on the streets of 
the residential section. 

Karl Brittain, assistant chief of construc- 
tion, has the work under his direct control. 
Hie is very much interested in ¢he finish and 
workmanship and declares that the pavement 
will prove to be one of the best and most 
lasting, besides being one of the cheapest in 
the city for that class of use to which it will 
be put. 

It is costing about $1 per yard on the av- 
erage. It can be laid for that sum, Mr. Brit- 
tain thinks, at any point in the city, and 
when finished makes a smooth pavement 
without any uneven places and one which 
will last, he thinks, for fifteen years. 

He does not claim that it will prove of 
any benefit in the business district, where 
the metal tires of heavy trucks and wagons 
are constantly passing. its chief claim to 
merit lies in its cheapness and lasting quali- 
ties in the residentail sections. 

Mr. Brittain says that the road will be 
ready for use not later than July 1, when 
it will be opened to traffic. He is enthusias- 
tic over the possibilities of the roadway for 
the residence streets of the city, both for 
its general and lasting qualities, but chiefly 
for its cheap original cost and the fact that 
oe not require any upkeep after being 
aid.

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GEORGIA’S GOLD INDUSTRY 
SHOWN TO BE IMPROVING 

Sagnuel W. McCallie, state geologist. yes- 
terday received from the department of the 
interior the 1916 report of the national geo- 
logical survey upon the mineral status of 
Georgia, covering 1915, and which shows 
that this state’s gold mining activities, while 
not great, are keeping pace with the gener- 
al development of the country. 

Incidentally, too, Professor McCallie was 
called upon yesterday by W. H. Fluker, prin- 
cipal owner of the Columbia mines, an old 
and promising gold property in McDuffie 
county. Mr. Fluker reported that the Co- 
lumbia property has just been equipped with 
a@ modern and complete new cyanide plant 
capable of extracting the maximum percent- 
age of gold from the low-grade ores, and 
that it will be placed in operation at once 
and the property henceforth worked on a 
large scale. 

The federal report in question shows that 
during 1915 a total of 1,732.84 ounces of gold, 
worth $35,821, were mined and marketed in 
Georgia—the greatest output of the precious 
metal for this state since 1905, the year in 
which the geological survey began keeping 
records. Of thetotal amountof gold mined, 
738.06 ounces only were mined by placer, 
the remainder, of course, by deep mining. 
The deep mining increase was 741.92 ounces 
over the output of 1914. . 

The average value of the gold-bearing 
ore treated in 1914 was $3 a ton, while that 
of 1915 was $1.29. Commenting upon this 
fact, the report says: 

“This decrease in yield is the result of the 
treatment at Villa Rica and Dahlonega of 
saprolite (which is decomposed rock in 
place). This development has apparently 
demonstrated that the large bodies of low 
Srade saprolite ore can be successfully 
worked by the cyanide method alone, or by 
a’ combination of the Dahlonega method of 
Sluicing and crushing, followed by cyanide 
treatment.” 

That the improved and modern method of 
extracting the gold from the low-grade ore 
not only can be made to pay, but means the 
rejuvenation of a great and growing indus- 
try for Georgia, where vast bodies of ore 
hitherto unprofitable are known to exist, is 
indicated by the fact that during 1915, 20,052 
tons of ore were treated, as against 1,750 
tons during the last previous year, or an 
increase of 18,302 tons, and the handling of 
the increased tonnage was at a substantial 
profit. : 

The gold-producing counties all are in 
north Georgia. Lumpkin, the total value of 
whose gold for 1915 was §7,288, produced 
more of the yellow metal than any other one 
county in the state. 


COMMISSIONER PRICE GETS PROOF 
THAT ADVERTISING PAYS 

“It sure pays to advertise,” observed J. D. 
Price, commissioner of the state department 
of agriculture, yesterday, after reading a let- 
ter from a northern writer asking the com- 
missioner for permission to use extracts 
from Mr. Price’s ‘booster’ book, “Georgia, 
the Empire State of the South—America’s 
Garden Spot,’ published in the spring of 
1915, and also asking the commissioner to 
loan him certain cuts used in the Georgia 
book. 

The writer in question is M. R. Singleton, 
Cincinnati, Ohio, who set forth in his letter 
that he himself is engaged in compiling a 
book of “booster” nature, which he will cir- 
culate throughout the north and east. and 
which is calculated to divert the trend of 
migration southward. He said he had run 
across Mr. Price's booklet in the north on 
several occasions, had read it and was so 
favorably impressed with it and the manner 
in which it set forth the advantages Georgia 
offers rural homeseeKers, that he wants to 
incorporate parts of it and about half a 
dozen of its illustrations, in his own proposed 
work. 

In compliance with the request, the Geor- 
gia commissioner immediately granted the 
copyright permission asked for, and express- 
ed the cuts desired. 

Mr. Price’s book has been given a circu- 


lation of 20,000 copies, and he says he hag 
calls for more, which he cannot satisfy. 


RAILROAD COMMISSION STRUGGLES 
WITH AMERICUS UTILITIES PROBLEM 
Americus’ pwblic utilities problem ab- 

sorbed the time and attention of the Georgia 
state railroad commission yesterday, the 
hearing developing some of the most intricate 
phases with which the board has ever been 
called upon to deal. The hearing was con- 
cluded last night, and the matter taken un- 
der advisement by the commission. The an- 
nouncement was made that probably more 
than a week will be consumed by the board 
in arriving at a decision. 

The petitioner, the Americus Public Util- 
ities corporation, asked for ‘jpermission to in- 
crease its rate for service of gas and elec- 
tric current to the citizens of Americus. Said 
citizens, for the most part, oppose the pro- 
posed increase, and employed Attorney W. A. 
Dodson to fight it before the commission. The 
corporation was represented by Attorney R. 
L. Maynard. 

Underlying the entire question the com- 
missioners are called upon to decide is that 
of whether or not the company, an individ- 
ually-owned corporation, will become the 
property of the city of Americus at the ex- 
piration of a twenty-year period. The Amer- 
icus Public Service corporation was formed 
by the merger of the Americus Power com- 
pany and the Public Utilities company some 
years ago. At the time of the merger a bond 
issue of $25,000 was floated, with the pro- 
vision that five per cent of the total issue 
be annually set apart as a sinking fund, and 
that at the expiration of twenty years the 
entire bond issue should be retired and the 
corporation turned over to the municipality. 

The present contention of the corporation 
is that its rates of service are so low as to 
prevent its keeping this sinking fund alive, 
and that unless it may increase its tolls it 
shall not be able to retire the bonds and 
turn itself over to the city of Americus, as 
per agreement. Therefore, the railroad com- 
mission is asked to permit the corporation to 
add just enough to its scale of rates to en- 
able it to care for the sinking fund, that 
its agreement to revert to the city within 
the specified time may be lived up to. 

The south Georgia city sent Professor Ed 
Mathis, superintendent of city schools; Lee 
Allen, prominent real estate man, and Dr.

President Wilson Pleads in 
Address to West Point 
Graduates—United States 
Won't Tolerate Divided

West Point, N. Y., June 13.—Presi- 
dent Wilson arrived here at 9:30 a. m. 
to attend the graduation exercises at 
the military academy. When the naval 
yacht Mayflower carrying the presi- 
dent and Mrs. Wilscn anchored in the 
Hudson off the academy grounds a 
mational salute of twenty-one guns 
was fired and answered 
yacht. A troop of 
ed Mr. and Mrs. Wilson to the parade 
grounds. 

Following {he parade the president 
walked to the battle monument, where 
@ canopy of American flags had been 
erected over the seats. As the presi- 
Gent spoke he faced up the historic 
Hudson river. With him on the stand 
were Major General Hugh L. Scott, 
chief of staff of the army; Major Gen- 
eral T. A. Bliss, assistant chief of 
staff: Colonel C. P. Townsley, super- 
intendent of the academy, and Colonel 
W. W. Harts, the president's aide. Mrs. 
Wilson sat facing the president. The 
graduates, in full dress uniform, oc- 
cupied ¢he front rows of seats. 


The president, making his first ad- 
dress since the presidential campaign 


began, discussed preparedness, mili- 
tarism, Americanism, the causes of the 


| war in Europe, peace, the Monroe doc- 


trine, divided allegiance and the ideals 
of America. 
United States Must Be Prepared. 


He declared it is the present impera- 
tive duty of the United States to be 
prepared, adding, “mankind is going 
to know that when America speaks 
she means what she says.” 

The president said the United States 
should not be a blustering nation, a 
nation with “a chip on its shoulder,” 
but a calm nation which will withhold 
its hand as long as possible and strike 
only for victory. 

The president’s address ran through 
the almost entire list of subjects dis- 
cussed by former Justice Hughes in 
his telegram accepting the repubNcan 
nomination and he declared that the 
United States is ready to join with 
other nations to see that the kind of 
justice it believes in is given. 

Shaking his finger emphatically, the 
president told the graduates of the 
military academy and a large audience 
that nobody who does not put Ameri- 
ca first can be tolerated. He added, 
however, that true Americans should 
set a good example. . 

The president declared the present 
war did not come by accident, but 
that it had to come. The United States 
wants nothing from Europe, he said,. 
and there is nothing she wants what 
she must get by war. He sounded a 
warning that no man can tell what 
the next day will bring forth in the 


world’s events. 

The word “Americanism” was used 
today by the president for the first 
time in recent addresses. He con- 
stantly referred to the West Point 
graduates to whom he was speaking, 
but referred more to national and in- 
ternational problems. He warned the 
graduates against militarism. The 
president's speech was frequently in- 
terrupted by applause and he was 
cheered as he concluded. 

President Wilson left here at 3:18 
p. m. for Washington, where he will 
arrive late tonight. He was escorted 
to his special train by a troop of 
cavalry. 

Text of President’s Speech. 
The text of the president’s speech 
ows: 

tort look upon this body of men who 
re graduating today with a peculiar 
nterest. I feel like congratulating 
them that they are living in a day not 
only so interesting because fraught 
with change, but also because so re- 
sponsible. Days of responsibility are 
the only days that count in time, be- 
cause they are the only days that give 
test of quality. They are the only days 
when manhood and purpose is tried out 
as if by fire. 

“I need not tell you young gentle- 
men that you are not like an ordinary 
graduating class of one of our univer- 
sities.

“These are the days when we are 
making preparation, when the thing 
most commonly discussed around every 
sort of table, in eve sort of circle, 
in the shops and in the streets, is pre- 
paredness, and undoubtedly, gentlemen, 
that is the present imperative duty of 
America to be prepared. But we ought 
to know what we are preparing. I re- 
member hearing a wise man say once 
that the old mgxim that ‘everything 
comes to the man who waits is all very 
well provided he knows what he is 
waiting for,’ and preparedness might 
be a very hazardous thing if we did 
not know what we wanted to do with 
the force that we mean to accumulat2 
and to get into fighting shape. 

‘America, fortunately, does know 
what she wants to do with her force. 
America came into existence for a 
Particular reason. When you look 
about upon these beautiful hills and up 
this Stately stream and then let your 
imagination run over the whole body 
of this great country from which you 
youngsters are drawn, far and wide, 
you remember that while it had 
original inhabitants, while there were 
people living here, there was no civili- 
zation which we displaced. it was as 
if in the providence of God a continent 
had been kept_unused and waiting for 
® peaceful people who loved liberty 
and the rights of men more than they 
loved anything else, to come and set 
up an unselfish commonwealth, It is 
avery extraordinary thing. 


Nothing Like American History. 


“You are so familiar with American 
history, at any rate in its general char- 
acter—-I don’t accuse you of knowing 
the details of it, for I never found the 
youngster who did—but you are so 
familiar with the general character 
of. American history that it does not 
seem strange to you, but it is a very 
strange history. There is none other 
like it in the whole annals of man- 
kind—of men gathering out of every 
civilized nation of the world on an 
unused continent and pbuilding up a 
polity exactly to suit themselves, not 
under the domination of any ruling 
dynasty or of the ambitions of any 
royal family; doing what they pleased 
with their own life on a free space of 
land which God has made rich with 
every resource which was necessary 
for the civilization they meant to build 
up. There is nothing like it. Now 
what we are preparing to do is to see 
that rr mars that, and that, be- 
ing safe itself against interference 
With the outside, all its force is going 
to be behind its moral idea, and man- 
kind is going to know that when 
America speaks she means,what she 
Says. I heard a man say to another, 
( ‘If you wish me to consider you witty 
| must really trouble you to make a 
joke.’ We have a right to say to the 
rest of mankind, ‘If you don't want 
to interfere with us, if you are dis- 
interested, we must really trouble you 
to give the evidence of that fact.’ We 
are not in for anything selfish and we 
want the whole mighty power of 
America thrown into that scale, and 
not into any other. 

“You know that the chief thing that 
is holding-many people back from en- 
thusiasm for what is called prepared- 
ness is the fear of militarism. I want 
to say a word to you young gentle- 
men about militarism. You’re not a 
militarist because you: are military. 
Militarism does not consist in the ex- 
istence of an army, not even in the 
existence of a sg | great army. Mili- 
tarism is a spirit. It is a point of view. 
It is a system. It is a purpose. The 
purpose Of militarism is to use armies 
for aggression. The spirit of militar- 
ism is the opposite of the civilian 
spirit—the citizen spirit. In a country 
where militarism oth pra the military 
man looks down upon the civilian, re- 
gards him as inferior, thinks of hinr 
as intended for his, the military man’s 


America is America that spirit an 
point of view is impossible with us. 
There is as yet in this country so far 
as I can discover, no taint of the spirit 
of militarism, : 


No Danger of Militariam. 


“You young gentlemen are not pre- 
ferred in promotion because of the 
families you belong to. You are not 
drawn into the academy because you 
belong to certain influential circles. 
You do not come here with a long 
tradition of military pride back of vou. 
You are picked out from the citizens 
of the United States to be that part of 
the force of the United States which 
makes its olity safe against 
interference, You are the part of 
American citizens who say to those 
who would interfere: ‘You’ must not,’ 
and ‘you shall not.’ But you are 
American citizens and the idea I want 
to leave with you boys today is this: 
| No matter what comes, always remem- 
ber that first of all you are citizens of 
the United States before you are of- 
ficers, and that you are officers be- 
cause you represent in your particular 
proccess what the citizenship of the 
nited States stands for. There is no 
danger of militarism if you are gen- 
vine Americans and I for one do not 
doubt that you are. When you begin 
to have the militaristic spirit—not the 
military spirt that is all right—then 
begin to doubt whether you are Amer- 
sa 2 gris emne 

“You know that one thing in whi 
our forefathers took aeide” was this 
that the civil power is superior to the 
military power in the United States. 
Once and again the people of the 
United States have so admired some 
great milita man as to make him 
president of the United States when he 
became commander-in-chief of all the 
forces of the United States, but he was 
commander-in-chief because he was 
president, not because he had been 
trained to arms, and his authority was 
civil, not military. I can teach you 
nothing of military power, but I am 
instructed by the constitution to use 
you for constitutional and patriotic 
purposes. And that is the only use 
you could be put to. That is the only 
use you ought to care to be put to, 
because, after all, what is the use in 
being an American if you do not know 
what it is? 

“You have read a great deal in the 
books about the pride of the old Roman 
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citizen who always felt like drawing 
himself to his full height when he said: 
‘I am a Roman,’ but as compared with 
the pride that must have risen to his 
heart our pride has a new distinction, 
not the distinction of the mere impe- 
rial power of a great empire, not the 
distinction of being masters of the 
world, but the distinction of carrying 
eertain lights of the world that the 
world has never so distinctly seen be- 
fore, certain guiding lights of liberty 
and principle and justice. 


No Place for Hyphen. 


“We have drawn our people, as you 
know, from all parts of the world and 
we have been somewhat disturbed re- 
cently, gentlemen, because some of 
those—though I believe a very small 
number—whom we have drawn into 
our citizenship have n taken into 
their hearts the spirit of Zmerica and 
have loved other countries more than 
they loved the country of their adop- 
tion. 

“We have talked a great deal about 
Americanism. It ought to be a matter 
of pride with us to Know what Amer- 
icanism really consists in. American- 
ism consists in utterly believing the 
principles of America and putting them

first as above anything that might 
by chance come into competition with 
‘it. And I, for my part, believe that the 
American test is a spiritugl test. If

he has done as an American I doubt 
his Americanism. He ought to know 
at every step of his action that the 
motive that lies behind what he does 
is a motive which no American need 
be ashamed of for a moment. Now we 
ought to put this test to every man 
we know. We ought to let it be known 
that nobody who does not put Amer- 
lea first can consort with us. But 
we ought to set them the example. 
We ought to set them the example by 
thinking American thoughts, by enter- 
taining American purposes and those 
thoughts and purposes will stand the 
test of example anywhere in the world, 
for they are intended for the better- 
ment of mankind. 

“So have come to say these few 
words to you today, gentlemen, for a 
double purpose; first of all to ex- 
press my personal good wishes to you 
in your graduation and my personal 
interest in you, and second of all to 
remind you how we must all stand to- 
gether in one spirit as-lovers‘and ser- 
vants of America. And that means 
something more ¢han lovers and ser- 
vants merelw of the United States. 
You have heard of the Monroe doc- 
trine, gentlemen You know that we 
are already spiritual partners with 
both continents of this hemisphere and 
that America means something which 
is bigger even than the United States 
and that we stand here with the glori- 
ous power of this country ready to 
swing it out into the field of action 
whenever liberty and  .ndependence 
and political integrity are threatened 
anywhere in the western hemisphere. 

“And we are readyv—nobody has au- 
thorized me to say this, but I am sure 
of it—we are ready to join with the 
other nations of the world in seeing 
that the kind of justice prevails any- 
where that we believe in. 


No Blustering Americanism. 


“So that you are graduating today, 
entlemen, into a néw _ distinction. 

lory attaches to ali those men whose 
names we love to recount, who have 
made the-annals of the American 
army distinguished. They played the 
part they were called upon to play 
with honor and with «xtraordinary 
character and success. I am congratu- 
lating you, nct because you will be 
better than they, but because you will 
have a wider world of thought and 
conception to play your part in. I am 
an American, but I do not believe that 
any of us love a blustering nationality, 
a nationality with a chip on its shoul- 
der, a nationality with its elbows out 
and its swagger on. We love that 
quiet, self-respecting, unconyuerable 


spirit which does not strike until it | 


to conquer. Never since was a 
youngster have I been afraid of the 
noisy man. I have always been afraid 
of the still man. I hawe always been 
afraid of the quiet man. I had a class- 
mate at college who was most danger- 
ous when he was most affable. When 
he was maddest he seemed to have the 
sSweeetst tcmper in the world. He would 
approach you with a most ingratiat- 
ing smile and then you knew that 
every red corpuscle in his blood was 
up and shouting. If you work things 
off in your elbows you do not work 
them off in your mind; you do not 
work them offin your purpose. So my 
conception of America is a conception 
of infinite dignity, along with quiet, 
unquestionable power. I. ask you 
young gentlemen to join with me in 
that conception and let us all in our 
several spheres be soldiers together to 
realize it.”

LEAVES PROPERTY 


Savannah, Ga., June 18.—(Special.)— 
Leaving $12,000 in cash and $32,000 in 
real estate to his children and grand- 
children, the will of the late Isaac B. 
Butler, colored, a former slave, who re- 
cently died in Savannah, was probated 
in Ordinary McAlpin’s court today. 

Butler, who was about 80 years old 
when he died, was once the property of 
the Mell family, and then of the Kent 
family. His fortune was the result of 
careful saving since slavery days.

FEWER DIVORCES 
URGED BY SMITH 


Judge of Stone Mountain 
Circuit Thinks Legislature 
Should Act—Walker Rec- 
ommends Four-Year Term 
for Governor. 


Speaking on the subject of 
Marriage Evil’ before a gathering of 
seventy-five lawyers at the meeting of 
the Society of Advocates Tuesday night 
at the Ansley hotel, Judge Charles 
Whiteford Smith, judge of the superior 
court of the Stone Mountain circuit, 
declared Ws belief that some radical 
changes should be made in Georgia's 
marriage and divorce laws, and that 
the welfare of the state is being en- 
dangered by the many hasty marriages 
which take place under the present 
regime. 

Narrating some ‘incidents from his 
experiences as a judge in presiding at 
divorce trials, Judge Smith showed how 
society is often the sufferer, as well 
as the individuals, as a result of the 
martimonial tangles bared in the 
courts. He said the evil of hasty mar- 
riage had grown to be so serious that 
it ought to be dealt with by the state. 
He also urged that greater uniformity 
of marriage and divorce laws he at- 
tained by the various states, if such 
be possible. 


Urges Fewer Verdicts. 


Another reform proposed by Judge 
Smith was the granting of fewer ver- 
dicts in undefended divorce suits. 

e agree with the recently expressed 
views of a judge of the superior court 
of your county,” said the speaker, ‘that 
on the testimony of one party alone it 
is a dangerous thing to dissolve the 
marriage vows.” 

Alex C. King made an able address 
at the meeting on the subject, “The 
Idea of the Corporation.” He traced 
the history of corporations back to the 
time of Abraham, and discussed the 
many conflicting decisions of the su- 
preme courts as to the legal status 
of corporations. 

Four-Year Term. 

Attorney General Clifford Walker 
also addressed the lawyers, speaking 
on “The Powers of the Governor.” He 
outlined the various duties which the 
chief executive has to perform, and 
ended with the recommendation that 
the governor’s term of office should be 
four years instead of twe.

WHISKY MADE IN CTY 
BELIEVES RECORDER 


Judge Johnson Orders Investi- 
gation When 35 Gallons of 
“Corn Likker’”’ Is Found.

Thirty-five gallons of corn whisky 
was sufficient evidence to call down the 
maximum penalty on the heads of 
Henry Ward and Casper Berry, negro 
residents of Box alley. A small sam- 
ple of the evidence, a five-gallon lithia 
water bottle full of the booze, was 
exhibited in police court Friday after- 
noon.

New York, June 13.—The cotton mar- 
ket worked lower again today under 
a comparatively small volume of of- 
ferings with October contracts selling 
down to 12.83 or about 17 points under 
the best prices reached on the bulge 
of last Saturday. That delivery closed 
at 12.83, and the general list closed 
steady at a net loss of 8 to 10 points 
for the day. 

Liverpool was somewhat disappoint- 
ing and the market here opened at a 
decline of 2 to 4 points under scattering 
liquidation, Houses with Liverpool con- 
nections were moderate buyers early, 
suggesting a further reduction in the 
straddle short interest, but the demand 
was not sufficient to prevent prices 
sagging off, although the selling was 
by no means aggressive. Part of the 
offerings seemed to come from the 
prominent sellers of yesterday, and 
while there was turther talk of south- 
ern liquidation in this connection, there 
seemed more disposition to attribute 
this particular selling to liquidation 
of hedges for continental clients. 

Slight rallies occurred from time to 
time during the day on covering, but 
the support was indifferent, and the 
market reached the lowest point in the 
late trading when July sold at 12.68, 
December at 12.99 and January at 13.06, 
or about 10 to 11 points net lower. The 


consumption of 648,000 bales, including 
linters for the month of May against 
540,000 for the same month last year, 
seemed to be about as expected and 
evidently created no fresh interest. On 
the basis of May consumption local stat- 
isticians are figuring upon a total 
consumption in this country for the 
season of about 7,400,000 bales, includ- 
ing linters and foreign grown cotton. 
Detailed weather reports showed quite 
general rains over the south, but tem- 
peratures were considered favorable 
and today’s sellers were talking a fa- 
vorable weekly report from the weath- 
er bureau tomorrow. Private cables 
reported a quiet market in Liverpool.

New Orleans Sags 7 to 9 Potnts. 

New Orleans, June 13.—Cotton felt 
selling pressure throughout the session 
of the markets here today.' Some of 
the pressure was set down to liquida- 
tion and the rest to short selling based 
on favorable crop accounts, the ap- 
pearance of the second bate of the new 
crop and the claim that many blooms 
were being reported at a much earlier 
date than usual in both Texas and Mis- 
sissippi. On the first call momen- 
tary steadiness was shown and Oc- 
tober advanced a point above yester- 
day’s close. Selling increased and the 
market gradually sagged. In the early 
afternoon prices were at their lowest, 
a net loss of 9 to 10 points. The close 
was 7 to 9 down. 

Bullish traders claimed too much 
rain was falling in some portions of the 
belt, especially in the Mississippi val- 
ley, and the census bureau report on 
consumption by American mills for 
May was7 generally conceded to be 
bullish, but at no time did the market 
have any marked buying power. The 
rise of 6 points in spot quotations ex- 
cited favorable comment.

PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


Sugar, 
Rubber 


New York, June 18.—(Special.)—The cen- 
sus figures on consumption today gave no 
surprise. Tho actual consumption during 
the month of May of cotton and linters 
was 648,000 bales and brings the totals for 
this season up to 6,115,000 bales (again in- 
cluding linters). To exceed 7,500,000 bales, 
June and July must exceed 700,000 bales 
per month. glt looks like the final figures 
would land somewhere between 7,400,000 
and 7,600,000 bales. This is a disappoint- 
ment to those who have hoped that &,000,- 
000 American consumption might be shown. 
On the other hand, the soarcity of cotton 
in Europe, despite the high freight rates, 
has lifted exports to a slightly higher 
level than last year and the final totals 
might{ be about 5,750,000, making 13,250,- 
000 if America raises a crop of 12,000,000, 
and then only loses 18,250,000, it is evident 
that the net loss is only 1,250,000 bales. If 
the world was content with 13,250,000 bales 
during 1915-18916, suppose the war con- 
tinues for another year, will not a prospect 
of 14,000,000 bales make epinners on this 
side of the water hesitate to overbuy? The 
American spinner can sell goods six or 
elght months ahead, but unfortunately 
should he accept such oraers and the war 
end and dry goods prices cheapen he would 
be troubled by cancellations. The dry 
goods trade are still prone to cancel or- 
ders when prices declire. Under those con- 
ditions the spinner does not care to buy 
cotton too far ahead, especially when he 
sees a plentiful supply on hand and in 
prospect. The bulls are tiring out waiting 
for peace. The bears have not sold any 
cotton, the selling is coming from the bulls 
themselves.

New York, June 13.—(Special.)—-Favor- 


-able crop reports are causing increased sell- 


ing here and as Liverpool has ceased buy- 
ing, offerings weigh upon the local mar- 
ket.
